South Atlantie Ports. 60 
Be Developed for Com- 
mon Interest—Will Ask 


Readjustment of Freight |

Washington, July 14.—The most 
important step taken’ thus far by 
the commercial interests of the 
south for the devélopment of ports 
in that section was taken here to- 
day when the South Atlantic states 
formed an ‘alliance with the Missis- 
sippi valley, the gulf states and the 
middle west to advance their com- 
mon interests, especially with ref- 
erence to foreign trade. 

Representatives of the various 
sections interested were in Wash- 
ington to appear tomorrow before 
the United States railroad adminis- 
tration ‘to urge a readjustment of 
freight rates from the middle west 
to the gulf and south Atlantic ports. 
Informal conferences resulted in the 
organisation of the conference com- 
mittee of the Mississippi valley, the 
south Atlantic and the gulf states, 
which will have for its purpose the 
pooling of the strength of the three 
sections in matter affecting foreign 
trade. About fifty representatives of 
commercial bodies were present and 
after approving the fundamental 
principles of the organization, ap- 
pointed a committee of three to pre- 
pare plans for the permanent com- 
mittee. 

The committee on organization is 
composed of Matthew Hale of Wil- 
mington, N. C., president of the 
South Atlantic Maritime corpora- 
tion, formed by the ports of Wil- 
mington,. Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick, and Jacksonville; Col- 
onel H. J. Miller of Chicago, rep- 
resenting the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and the Mississippi Val- 
ley association, and John M. Parker, 
of New Orleans, honorary president 
of the Mississippi Valley associa:

DAYLIGHT SAVING 
REMAINS LAW 


House Fails to Pass Re- 
peal Measure Over Wil- 
son’s Veto — Repealers 


Lacked 8 Votes of Re- 


quired Two-Thirds. 


Washington, July 14-—The day- 
light saving plan, under which the 
clocks of the country are turned for- 
ward an hour in March and moved 


back in October, will be continued 
indefinitely. 

This was assured today when fol- 
lowing President Wlison'’s veto of 
the $33,000,000 agricultural appro- 
priation’ bill because of its rider 
repealing the daylight saving act, 
the house failed by a vote of 247 to 
135 to pass the méasure over the 
president’s veto. Strength mustered 
by the repeal advocates was eight 
votes less than the necessary two- 
thirds of the members present. 
Party lines were disregarded in the 
voting, members from agricultural 
districts—the source of most of the 
opposition—favoring passage of the 
bill as originally enacted with rep- 
resentatives from the urban districts 
opposed. 

House advocates of the repeal said 
tonight that no further effort would:

in this congress which continues in

Montgomery, Ala., July 14.—The 
first white house association of 
Montgomery now owns the building 
at the southwest corner of Lee and 
Montgomery streets in this city 
known as “the first White house of 
the confederacy,’ according to re- 
liable {Information obtained tonight. 

Mrs. Belle Allen Ross, of Mont- 
gomery, secretary of the First 
White House association, returned 
to Montgomery late Monday night 
from LaGrange, Ga., where she spent 
the day in conference. with heirs of 
the Render estate, former owners of 
the property. Mrs, ‘Rosa said that 
she could not make an Official state- 


ment until a meeting of the associa- 


tion had been held and the matter 
presented to the members. 

It is understood that the First 
White House association only owns 


the building but it ie possible that, 


with the assistance of the Alabama 
legislature, which Monday appoint- 
ed a joint committee of the senate 
and house to see what could be done 
toward saving the property, an effort 
will be made to purchase the land 
on which the house is located. 
Reports that the Alabama divi-. 
sion of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy were trying to save the 
property are said by members of the 
First White House assdéciation to 
be erroneous. The work was orig- 
inally taken up by that body but 
later the First White House associa- 
tion- was organized and chartered by 
the legislature to take over the 
work. Since that time the. associa- 
tion has been actively but quietly

Mexico, challenged the statement of 
the Nebraska senator and said Mr. 
Hitchcock had declared in a senate 
speech in 1912 that the movement 
for a league of peace was largely 
the result of “propaganda” financed 
by the Carnegie Peace foundation. 

“I shall prove in the near future,” 
Mr. Fall said, ‘from an official state- 
ment of the League to Enforce 
Peace, that the Carnegie foundation 
is behind it.” | , 

“And I shall prove,“ replied. Sena- 
tor Hitchock, “that the League to 
Enforce Peace has not received one 
dollar from the Carnegie founda- 
tion.” 

_ §wansen Lauds League. 

Praising the league of nations 
covenarat as “one of the world’s 
greatest documents,” Senator Swan- 
son told the senate that if the United 
States rejected the league it “would 
mean that she would skulk in the 
greatest world crisis that- ever oc- 
curred,” 

The speaker defended the league 
against the objection that it would 
sacrifice sovereignty and American 
traditions and asserted that on the 
contrary it would result jn immense 
material gain in protecting Ameri- 
can integrity and preventing war. 
He declared it would not create a 
super-government, involve objec- 
tionable obligations, nor invalidate 
the Monroe doctrine. 

“The pathway of our duty is 
plain,” said Senator Swanson. “Let 
us not be frightened by our prodig- 
ious shadow as it projects itself into 
world affairs. Let us not be deter- 
red from our manifest duty and des- 
tiny by a craven fear of becom- 
ing great in giving service and di- 
rection to a world in a direst hour 
of its needs and distress.” 

Pointing out that the war had 
shaken the social order to its foun- 
dation, the Virginia senator said it 
was the paramount obligation of re- 
sponsible statesmen to prevent an- 
other such conflagration, which 
would return the world “to the rule 
of brute force and barbarism of the 
dark ages.” 

Attacks On the Covenant. 

“The covenant of the league has 
been assailed from two. opposite 
sources,“ he continued. The league 
will neither be a sfper-state, nor 
sovereign, nor a helpless, powerless 
association of nations The‘instru- 
ment creating the league is a ‘cov- 
enant’ entered into by sovereign 
states.

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Root Recognised Need. 

“Hon. Elihu Root, former secre- 
tary of state, recognized the great 
immediate need of this article and 
recommended its acceptance with ar 
amendment providing that any 
member could, after expiration of 
live years from the S of the 
covenant, terminate obligation 
under the article. But under this 
covenant the United States, by giv- 
ing notice of withdrawal from the 
leegue, can limit her obligations to 
a time not far to exceed two yeara. 
If this treaty is ratified, the United 
States can fully perform her obli- 
gations to her allies, discharge her 
duties to the new nations she 
aided in creating, and then honor 
eblv retire. | 

“It should be noted that when 
in this article we guarantee the 
territorial integrity of all members 
of th: 1 — we receive at the 
same time from all of then a like 
K iarantece of our territorial posses- 
sions. The Philippine islands have 
occasioned us great pte pe pti

The unanimous recommen- 
dation of the council is only advis- 
Thus, under Article 10 no 
troops of the United States coula 
be sent to engage in war without 
the advice of her representative in 
the council and the approval of her 
congress.” 

Answering objections to the ar- 
ticle affecting the Monroe doctrine, 
which guarantees the validity of 
engagements “such treaties of arbi- 
tration or regional understandings 
like the Monroe doctrine for secur- 
ing the maintenance of peace,” Sen- 
ator Swanson declared the article 
undoubtedly made a “clear, explicit 
reservation” of the doctrine. 

AH any conflict should arise be- 
tween the provisions of the coven- 
ant and the Monroe doctrine,” he 
said, “as far as we are concerned, 
the provisions of the covenant are 
annulled and the Monroe doctrine 
survives. We accept the covenant 
with this clear reservation.” 

Objections that the doctrine is not 
properly described in the article, Mr. 
Swanson declared unfounded. 

President Roosevelt, in his an- 
nual message of 1901.“ he contin- 
ued, “in speaking: of the Monroe 
doctrine, said: ‘It is simply a step 
and a long step towards assuring 
the universal peace of the world 
by securing the possibility of per- 
manent peace upon this hemisphere.’ 
He distinctly limits the doctrine to 
the western hemisphere and com- 
mends it for securing the mainte- 
nance of peace.”

Washington. July 14.—Ygnacio 
Bonillas, the Mexican ambassador, 
discussed in an interview today 
many of the outstanding questions 
between his country and the United 
States, and predicted the complete 
pacification of Mexico whenever ~full 
opportunity is afforded Mexico to 
purchase in the American market 
whatever she requires to that end. 
Discussing the banditry situation, 
the ambassador said: 

“I. found conditions in Mexico 
vastly improved in every Way. 
Stories about banditry which are 
published here are not known 
throughout Mexico and we logically 
get the conclusion that they are 
inventions of enemies of the gov- 
ernment. I have found that statis. 
tics about improvements in Mexico 
are positive, especially about the 
establishment of new schools all 
over the country. They are estab- 
lishing schools in every ranch, in 
every hacienda. Wherever there is a 
group of 15 children, there is a pri- 
mary school. 

“They have caught a number of 
assailants of Americans and when- 
ever they catch them they are given 
& passport to where they won’t do 
any more damage. Banditry is an 


unavoidable thing. You have mur- 
ders, robberies and rapes here in 
your big cities—how much harder 
must it be to stamp out the bandits 
out in the brush. You can’t stop 
them here. We are doing absolutely 
everything we can. A good many 
bandits are giving themselves up in 
Morelos and elsewhere. The govern- 
ment is sending carloads of machin- 
ery into the agricultural districts 
and the bandits are coming in and 
giving themselves up to work. 

~ Pacify Country. 

“Our first duty is to pacify the 
country and two-thirds of the reve- 
nues of the country is being devoted 
to this purpose and the reason that 
pacification is being delayed is be- 
cause we could not get the guns and 
ammunition needed. 

“If we are allowed to come to 
your markets and buy ‘whatever we 
can pay for freely—I mean with due 
opportunity at the proper time—the 
pacification of the country will not 
be such a difficult proposition.” 

Questioned concerning a report 
that Luis Cabrera, secretary of the 
Mexican treasury, had stated that 
Mexico was 8 the fulfillment 
of her foreign financial obligations 
to see if other nations repudiated 
their debts, Ambassador Bonillas 
proceeded: : ae 

“Mexico has never repudiated. any 
0 just debts and Mexico has 
no @ ntion of repudiating any of 
her zal international obligations. 
Mex.co ought not to be expected to 
comply with her international obli- 
gations when it is dedicating every 
effort, every energy towards its first 
duty, the pacification of the coun- 
try. When this is accomplished, the 
means that are now dedicated to 
that object will be dedicated to com- 
plying with its international obliga- 
tions. There are precedents for that 
in your own history. You did not 
think of complying with your inter- 
national obligations after the civit 
war until you had pacified your 
country, and that was 15 or 
20 years. Mexico has no fear at all 
of any unjust aggression from its

Al} 
that Mexico desires is to derive a 
revenue from fthis great natural 
wealth which previous to the estab- 
lishment of the government eman- 
ated from the revolution flowed :: ut 
of the country without any other 
benefit than giving work to some 
of the people in the oil region. The 
oil men dc not want any rastriction 
of law at all. They object to tha 
revolutionary decrees and the mat- 
ter of legislation on oil subjects is 
in the hands of congress at the pres- 
ent. time. It is my firm belief that 
when congress gets through with 
that lexislation it will be equitable 
and just legislation which ought to 
be sa-isfactory to ail.’

The criterion in the whole mat- 
ter is the price which the grower is to get 
for his cotton. He does not want to raise 
16.000. 000 bales and get only 15 cents a

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My Dear Mrs. M. A. Wilson: 1 
have a daughter twenty-two who 
is very pale and I want to give her 
food which contains iron. She has 
just taken a fancy for watereress, 
and a friend said she did net know 
if they were good for her. Some 
time would mention a few vege- 
tables containing iron. I know 
spinach has plenty of iron in it. I 
DAILY READER. 

The average person seldom bot 
ers about his diet, feeling reason- 


ficient variety for his needs. Per- 
sons recovering from a serous iil- 
ness, or those who are suffering 
from an anemic condition will re- 
quire food rich in iron to help them 
regain their health. 


Watercress, lettuce, celery, string 
beans, fresh lima beans, dandelion, 
spinach and vegetables greens all 
contain an abundance of iron. So 
does the apple, huckleberries, grapes, | 
strawberries, pineapples and black- 
berries. It is comparatively easy 
for the housewife, when necessary, 
to supply some of the family with 
an additional amount of this mate- 
rial element, to do this without es- 
pecially preparing a separate meal. 

Beef, whole-wheat bread, milk, 

olks of eggs, cereal foods are rich 
n iron and may be combined with 
both fruits and vegetables so as to 

ive the needed amount. Lean veal, 
amb, oysters and such fish as cod, 
pickerel, trout, bass and halibut are 
good foods, and raisins, dates and 
figs will form a splendid variety. 

In planning a diet for a »erson 
who needs iron, always remember 
that they are quite apt to be finicky 
and may not like this or that and 
can only eat a little of something 
else. For this reason, always plan 
that a little sandwich about 10:30 
in the morning, made of finely 
chopped raisins, dates and figs, etc., 
and a glass of milk—if they are in 
a position where the milk can be 
obtained—or perhaps a cup of cocoa, 
so much the better. Then about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon some candy, 
made entirely of dates, figs, raisins 
and nuts; and finally an eggnog or 
milkshake before going to bed. This 
trouble that requires the iron rich 
diet will gradually disappear and 
then the person can return to his 
normal diet. 

It is vitally necessary that. plenty 
of good milk’and whole-wheat /bread 
and butter supplement the regular 
meals, so with this plainly under-

The accidents that are most com- 
mon in railroading, such as colli- 
sions, derailments, crushing be- 
tween cars or under the wheels of 
moving rolling stock, etc., are with- 
out exception and essentially due 
to somebody’s carelessness and 
easily avoidable by the exercise of 
prudence and precaution. 

The same is equally as true of 
accidents in any other line of in- 
dustry or on the public highway; 
and if the railroad administration’s 
policy in this respect were to be ap- 
plied generally to human vocations 
and movements it is safe to say the 
effort and seeming immediate loss 
of time entailed would be more than 
justified by the results. 


GRANT THIS INCREASE. 


The state budget commission, in 
its report to the general assembly, 
paid deserved tribute to the admin- 
istration of J. J. Brown, commis- 
sioner of agriculture, and recom- 
mended an increase in his salary, 
which is now only $3,000 a year. 

Considering the duties and great 
responsibilities that devolve upon 


the commissioner of agriculture, 
especially in a great agricultural 
state like Georgia, the salary now 
paid is nowhere nearly adequate 
compensation for a painstaking, 
competent and conscientious in- 
cumbent—such as Mr. Brown cer- 
tainly has proven himself to be— 
and it is not good business policy 
for the state to invite inferior serv- 
ice by keeping the salary at a fig- 
ure that is commensurate neither 
with the responsibility of the office 
nor with the conditions of the day. 

Granting, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that $3,000 was a sufficient 
salary for the commissioner of agri- 
culture five years ago, it does not 
stand to reason that it is sufficient 
now. i 

In addition to his responsibility 
for the routine of his office, the 
commissioner of agriculture is ex- 
officio member of the board of trus- 
tees of the State College of Agri- 
culture; he is responsible for all 
moneys, appropriated for the de- 
partment of entomology; he is 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the Georgia experiment station, 
at Griffin, and a member of the 
board of trustees of the Coastal 
Plains experiment station, at Tif: 
ton; he is charged with the en- 
forcement of the laws regulating 
the fertilizer and oil departments of 
the state; he is in general charge 


of the market bureau, and respon-. 


sible for the moneys appropriated 
to it; enforcement of the pure food 
and commercial feeding stuffs laws 
is a part of his duties. 

He is responsible for the collec- 
tion and turning over to the state 
treasurer of all moneys collectable 
by his department, which, in 1918, 
amounted to almost half a million 
dollars; and for the disbursing of 
all department of agriculture funds, 
which, in 1918, aggregated $241,- 
368.60. 

In addition, other duties have 
been put upon the incumbeéiit, 
largely by reason of the war or due 
to conditions attributable to the 
war, such, for instance, as mem- 
bership on the state council for de- 
fense; chairmanship of the state 
council on food production and con- 
servation; membership of the na:

The house is making record time 
this year on the general appropria- 
tion bill, due to the faithful work 
of the budget and investigating 
committee, and to the energy of the 
appropriation committee. The bill 
as reported from the committee room 
is the same as that incorporated 
in the report of the budget commit- 
tee to the governor. It is now under 
consideration of the committee of 
the whole house. 

That section of the bill covering 
the appropriations to the common 


schools and the higher institu- 
tions of learning in Georgia is, of 
course, of paramount importance. 


First of all it calle for an appro- 
priation of $4,000,000 for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the com- 


mon or public schools of Georgia. 
This is an increase of 1 over 
the appropriation in 1918, and it is 
very probable that this item will 
pass without amendment, although 
an effort will be made to increase 
the appropriation to $5,000,000. 


It is unfortunate that Georgia's 
revenues do not permit of an appro- 
priation of $5,000,000, or more for 
this great work. There should be 
more school houses in Georgia, and 
better school houses, and more 


teachers and better paid teachers. It 
is a ead condition when, in the scale 
of earnings of men and women in 
Georgia, we find that those whom 
the state employs to educate our 
children are paid less for their 
services than men and women are 
paid in the menial positions of labor. 
The teacher who is qualified, men- 
tally and morally, to teach and train 
my child and yours has a higher 
earning capacity by all the laws of 
equity than the same man or wom- 
an would have as a domestic or a 
laborer, and yet in many instances® 
they do not earn as much. 

It is a pity, therefore, that the 
revenues of Georgia, the richest 
state in the southeast, are not suf- 


ficient, as they could be made by a 
ene: révision, to meet the demands 
or at least $5,000,000 for common 
schools. As it is they are not suf- 
ficient, and until that time comes 
the budget committee has unques- 
tionably been as liberal as circum- 
stances will permit. 


The Provisions for 


Higher Institutions. 


The bill provides $75,000 for the 
support and maintenance of the uni- 
versity. This is to cover the actual 
expenses of the board of trustees, as 
provided by law. 

The appropriation last year was 
$65,000, and the board had urged 
that the item this year be increased 
to $95,000. There is no question 
that the higher institutions have 
suffered during the past three or 
four years from the lack of adequate 
appropriations to carry. on their 
work. The members of the faculty, 
trained men as they must be, are 

ot sufficiently paid to meet the 
living demands of the day, and con- 
sequently .it is difficult to keep. the 

érsonnel of college and university 

aculties up to past standards unless 

increases are made in salaries. Here 
again, however, comes in the in- 
adequacy of revenues, The univer- 
sity sorely needs the $95,000 main- 
tenance appropriation it seeks. 
ere is no question about that. It 

is doubtful, however, that this leg- 
islature will provide a sum greater 
than that agreed upon by the budget 
committee, for the reason assigned. 

The bill provides $70,000 for the, 
maintenance of the State College 


of Agriculture, the same as last 
year. The trustees are asking for 
$90,000, / 

The people of Georgia will never 
forget the great work done by this 
college during the war times when 


it was a question of the production 
of food and food products, for the 
support not only of the people at 
home, but our soldiers abroad and 
to save from want and famine the 
great number of the allies of this 
country abroad who appealed to us 
to help in the name of humanity. 
They will never forget the great 
work that the Agricultural College 
has done in Georgia in the increase 
of crops, in the increase of animal 
husbandry and in placing before the 
farmer by its extension work, its 
farmers’ institutes, its short courses 
of study at the college and its regu- 
lar college courses, the improve- 
ment and economy that could be 
used by the farmer and all of which 
have 5 far to make Georgia the 
unchallenged Empire State of the 
South. On account of the increased 
cost of living for its teaching force, 
and in order to retain true and tried 
men who have served that institu- 
tion since its foundation, the trus- 
tees of the university very properly 
seek an increase, Again, however, 
the question of adequate, revenues,

False Economy 
To Cut This item. 


There is one item in the bill that 
should be increased to just what 
the trustees seek, and that is $40,- 


000, instead of $20,000 as provided, 
for the extension work of the agri- 
cultural college; and I will explain 
my reason for saying so. 

The national agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington has for yéars 
upon the appropriation of torty 
thousand ($40,000) dollars by the 
state, contributed to the agricultural 
88 for extension work amongst 
the farreers, in money and help 
about 380,000 in value. Unless the 
state appropriates this forty thou- 
sand ($40,000) dollars for extension 
work for the agricultural college, 
the N department of the 
United States will cut off this con- 
tribution and the farmers of 
the ‘state will be deprived of 
the extension work. It would seem 
unwise to lose to the state of Geor- 
gia the help of the United States 
government in extension work 
among farmers.

For the support and maintenance 
of the Georgia School of Technology 
the bill provides an appropriation of 
$110,000. This is an increase of $10,- 


000 over last year’s appropriation, 
It is not all that Tech seeks, or is 
entitled, if money could be found 
available to meet her needs. It is 
neediess to tatk of this great insti- 
tution’s work during the war. It 
was veritably an indispensible war 
college, in aviation, mechanics, en- 
8 motor transport, and all 
the technical branches found 80 es- 
sential in winning the victory. Cer- 
tainly Georgia should always pro- 
vide liberally by Tech, and the lack 
of the state’s revenues to meet the 
erying demands of this institution 
is a ringing argument in favor of a 
joint and equitable revision of the 
revenue laws, and a better system, 
or a better administered system of 
state taxation, 

Other items for the higher insti- 
tutions covered in the general bil) 
are the following. 

For the support and maintenance 
of the 12 district agricultural 
schools, $180,000. 

It is provided that this sum shall

More Revenues, 
The Crying Need. 


With one or two exceptions these 
items are not as much as sought, 
and several of the institutions ask 
for special approprietions for con- 
struction work, such as building new 
dormitories, etc. In each case where 
new dormitories are sought the de- 
mands for them are urgent, and it is 
hoped that the legislature may pro- 
vide them where it is practicable to 
do 80. 

The Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college seeks $20,000 for extension 
work. The -bill only provides for 

10,000. This school is not only do- 
ng a great work but has great pos- 
sibilities ahead. 

The whole thing resolves itself 
mto this —- 

Georgia’s educational demands, 
for common schools, higher institu- 
tions, agricultural, technical and 
normal and industrial training, for 
both sexes, exceed Georgia's re- 
sourcefulness in meeting them. And 
this should not be so. 

The crying need of Georgia is 
more revenues, and she will get 
more revenues—enough indeed to 
meet all of her demands—if she will 
adopt a more rigidly administerod 
taxation system.

Castor oil has been used for cen- 
turies as a physic. Nobody disap- 
proves of a dose of castor oil under 
any conceivable circumstances, save 
a few surgeons and now and then a 
hair-splitting doctrinaire and may- 
be a live youngster here and there. 
Certainly all the old busybodies con- 
sider it the indicated remedy. Being 
of an oily character, how can it do 
any harm? 

The case against castor oil stands 
thus: 

Castor oil does mot move the 
bowels as a lubricant; it moves the 
bowels by irritation, same as most 
eathartics. The after-effect is bind- 


ing (sometimes desirable in diar- 
pen), Frequent use of castor oil 
causes a habit of constipation. Cas- 
tor oil is at best a disagréeable dose. 
There is always a more agreeable 
and less objectionable substitute 
which will serve every purpose.

Before the house committee on 
constitutional amendments today 
there will come up for considération ) 
the bill by Judge Covington, of Col- 
quitt, extending to women in Geor- 
gia the right to vote for candidates 
for presidential electors, 

The bill, which is short and to the 
point, follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by 
the general Assembly of the 
state of Georgia, and it Is here- 
by enacted by authority of the 
same, that every woman who 
has attained the age of twenty- 
one years and who possesses all 
other qualifications requisite 
to a male voter, shall be enti- 
tled to vote the same as men 
at any election held for the pur 

pose of electing presidential 
electors. 

„Sec. 2. Be it further enacted 

by the authority aforesaid; that 
this act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its 
passage.” 
This bill eliminates the race prob- 
lem scare by providing that tney 
vote “at any election,“ and under 
the Georgia white primary system, 
of course, the white electors of 
both sexes, would thus’ nominate 
their presidential electors. 

This bill will very probably re- 
ceive a favorable report by the 
house committee; and it is not im- 
probable that it may pass the house.

— Waly 14.—Premier Nitti has 
issued a circuar to all the prefects 
of the kingdom on the economic sit- 
uation. He declares he fully ap- 
preciates the serious situation caus- 
ed by the popular exasperation at 
the long-continued excessive prices 
which justified the temporary appli- 
cation of drastic measures, such as 
the 50 per cent reduction in prices, 
but that such measures cannot form 
a permanent remedy. Indeed, he 
says, such measures intensify the 
trouble by causing a simultaneous 
increase in consumption and de- 
crease in supplies on account of 
the price of some articles arriving 
at a non-paying level. 

Premier Nitti instructs the pre- 
fects to organize a commission, com- 
posed of members of public bodies 
and co-operative associations of 
working men's and traders’ organi- 
zations to determine fair selling 
prices for commodities, promising 
the assistance of the under-secre- 
tary of state for supplies in case of 
difficulty. 

He says it is vitally necessary to 
encourage production and a check 
must be put on the one hand on 
speculation and on the other hand 
on any disturbance of rational con- 
ditions of life in the cities which 
kills producton in the country. To 
this end hé insists on the severest 
measures on the part of the pre- 
fects to preserve order. There must 
be a fair process, giving fair profit 
to all concerned.

New York, July 14.—There was a very strong opening of the stock 
market this morning with the volume of business handled very heavy.

Around noon the market again became strong and active under 
the leadership of the steel shares. The trading up to noon was more 
than 800,000 shares, or at the rate of 2,000,000 shares for the five hours. 

Investment buying of finished steel products by jobbers who knew 
exactly where products can be placed later on was responsible for to- 
day’s activity in the steel shares, upder the leadership of Crucible.’ 
That stock, which sold as low as 52% only a few months ago and at 
112 last week, opened today at 125 and sold up to 189%. 

Crucible has had a change in management and the new directors 
now in control are in favor of dividends, regular and extra. Only a 
few weeks ago the initial dividend was.declared at the rate of 1% 


per cent quarterly. Now there is talk of an extra dividend. 


Crucible’s fiscal year ends August 31 and the annual report for 


1919 will not be published until late in the autumn. For 1918 it showed 


48.2 per cent earned for the common stock against 42.1 per cent for 1917; 
54.8 for 1916; 5.4 for 1915. For 1914 only 4.06 per cent was earned for 
the 7 per cent cumulative preferred shares. For 1913 12.8 per cent 
was earned for the common stock; for 1912, 6.8 per cent; for 1911, 3.3 
per cent; fer 1910, 7.4 per cent; for 1909, 1.2 per cent. 

There is $25,000,000 of the 7 per cent cumulative preferred. stock 
outstanding and $25,000,000 common. In 1917 the company paid divi- 
dends of 23 per cent on the preferred shares on account of payments; 
in 1916, 15 per cent; in 1910, 934 per cent. All back dividends are now 
paid up. 

Hence the dividends recently declared on the common stock. 

According to the last annual report Crucible had an item on the 
‘asset side of its balance sheet of $15,853,000, representing “investments 
and advances to subsidiary companies.” Part of the investments are 
in liberty bonds. Those bonds, Wall street heard today, may be the 
basis of an extra dividend. Advances to subsidiary companies from 
surplus earnings might be applied and new stock given as dividend. New 
common stock might be sold with “rights.” 

Altogether, Crucible has used $30,000,000 of surplus earnings for 
improvements and betterments. The last annual report shows assets 
equal to 3153 a share on the common stock.

Trading in the recently issued néw bonds and stocks was very 
heavy today. These bonds offer the buyer who has unemployed capital 
a very good income return. Then the notes offer temporary employ- 
ment to the cautious trader who has taken his profits in the stock 
market and is afraid to go back until the outlook becomes a little more 
certain. In case of a break, the cautious trader argues, the decline 
in short term notes will be very small, allowing the holder to sell and 
switch back into the stock market at lower figures. 

Anglo-French fives were very active last week. These bonds fall 
due in October of next year. If held until the date of maturity the 
income return around present prices is nearly 74% per cent. If these 
bonds, which are selling today on the basis of short-term notes, are 
purchased today and sold before maturity the income return will be 
a fraction over 5 per cent. The credit of the English and French 
nations are behind these bonds. At one time during the darkest hours 
of the war the price was down to 81%. That was in 1917. Last year’s 
low price was 89%. 

Trading in all bonds last week reached $59,500,000, compared with 
$39,100,000 two weeks ago which included two holidays. For the week 
ending June 28, the turnover in bonds was $46,000,000. For the week 
ending June 21, $53,000,000. 

There are still a few details in connection, with thé merger of 
the Cramp Shipbuilding company with several other concerns which 
have to be arranged, but it is expected that these will be out. of the 
way in a very short time and then the new stock will be traded.in on 
the market.

Washington, July 14.—(Special.)— 
The federal trade commission in a 


special report to cofgress has re- 
newed its recommendation made — 
December that manufacturers be 
permitted by law to fix and main- 
tain resale prices, subject to review 
dy a disinterested agency. 

The commission says that such a 
law would remove present complex- 
ity in the business world, promote 
the efficiency of manufacturing and 
commercial institutions and serve 
the consuming public. 

Under the commission recommen- 
dation, manufacturers desiring to fix 
and maintain resale prices .wouid 
file with an agency to be des 
by congress, descriptions 0 
articles, contracts of sale, 

Price schedules to be maintained. 

The disinterested agency would be 

charged with the duty, “upon com- 

plaint of any dealer or consumer or 

other party at interest,” to review 

the terms of contracts and prices, 
Basie Conclusions. 

The commission’s recommenda- 
tions, it stated, were based on the 
following conclusions: 

(1 That producers of identified 
goods should be protected in. their 
intangible property right or koou- 
will, created through years of fair 
dealing and of sustained quality ot 
a ee 

hat the unlimited power 
both to fix and to enforce and hag 
‘tain resale prices may not be made 
lawful with safety; and 
© (3) That unrestrained price- 
cutting is not in the public inter- 
est, and tends, in the long run, to 
impair, if not to destroy, the pro- 
duction and distribution of articles 
desirable to the public. 

“There must be a common 
ground,” the. commission sad 
“wherein the rights of producer, 
purveyor and consumer may each 
be 3 secured and equity done 
to all. he search for such a ground 
has been a task of the commission.” 

The text of the commission's sp»- 
clal report to congress follows: 

“The federal trade commission un- 
der paragraph (f), section 6 of the 
federal trade commission act, ad- 
dresses the congress by way of a 
special report designed to direct at- 
tention to the subject of control of 
resale prices by the manufacturers 
of a class of articles in interstat- 
commerce. 

“The question is, whether or not 
a manufacturer of standard articles, 
identified either by trade-mark or 
trade practice, should be permitted 
to fix by contract, express or implied, 
the price at which the purchaser 
can resell them. 

Restraint of Trade. 

“The question has been continu- 
ously before the commission since 
its creation. It has been the sub- 
ject of study, investigation and 
hearing and constantly recurs, in 
various forms, in complaints filed 
with the commission by business 
concerns, 

The supreme court has made it 
‘clear that, in the present state of 
the law, the maintenance of a resale 
price by the producer, is a restraint 
of trade and is unlawful. 

“Such being the judgment of the 
supreme court, the federal trade 
commission has enforced the law, 
even though it may have appear«d 
to operate inequitably in some cases. 
In its enforcement of this rule, the 
commission has been mindful that 
the cutting of a recognized yesu:+ 
price on well established and 
tified articles has been, at tim 
indulged in for unfair trade pur- 
poses. When so unfairly used, such 
price cutting ‘is attempted to be 
cloaked as lawful competition and 
justified by the supreme court d- 
cisions. 

“Thus, both price maintenance, 
and price cutting under certain con- 
ditions, are found to be unfair n~ |! 
business men are perplexed. It fs 
with the desire that this per plex! 
may be terminated that the commis- 
sion addresses the congress. 

“It is urged, and, the commission 
believes, with reason, that it woulda 
be unwise to vest with the manu- 
facturers of articles the right, with- 
out check. or review, both to fix ar:! 
to compel the maintenance of resale 
prices. It is true that business prac- 
tice inclines producers to fix the 
lowest possible retail price in order 
to secure the greatest possible sale 
of their product, but in the complex 
commercial organism functioning 
between the production of an article 
and its final sale, for actual con- 
sumption, both the wholesale and 
retail merchant are entitled to just 
compensation for useful service per- 
formed. 

“It is similarly urged, that manu- 
facturers should be protected in 
their good will created by years of 
fair dealing and of sustained qual- 
ity of merchandise, 

Impairs Production. 


“The consuming public does not 
enjoy benefits by unfair price cut- 
ting to compensate it for the in- 
juries following demoralization 
caused by price cutting. This for 
the reason that, in the long run, un- 
restrained price cutting tends to im- 
pair, if not to destroy, the produc- 
tion and distribution of articles de- 
sirable to the public. 

“There must be a common ground 
wherein the rights of producer, pur- 
veyor and consumer may each be 
fully secured and equity done to 
all. The search for such ground has 
been a task of the commission and 
results in the following conclusions: 

(1 That producers of identified 
goods should be protected in their 
mata property right or 
will. 

(2) That the unlimited power both 
to fix and to enforce and maintain 
a resale price may not be made 
lawful with safety. 

(3) That unrestrained price cut- 
ting is not in the public interest.

rom the standpoint of an unfair 
method of competition, regard must 
be had to its effect when employed 
by many manufacturers rather than 
when employed by one, and that in 
this view it results in the elimina- 
tion of price competition in the dis- 
tribution on a vast and constantly 
increasing number of commodities of 
common necessity. 

“On the other hand, if the efféct 
of the Colgate decision be to legal- 
ize the fixing and the enforcement 
of the resale prices other than by 
contract, the desirability of the en- 
acting of legislation recommended 
by the commission becomes even 
more apparent. In the commission's 
previous report it was stated thar 
the unlimited power both to fix and 
enforce the maintenance of resale 
prices may not be made lawful with 
safety to the public. The interest of 
the consuming public in the enact- 
ing of such legislation is therefore 
more vital at this time than when

With the temperature hangiffe 
around the 90 mark these days, 
people sweltering, ice calls frequent, 
and automobiling popular, F. V. von 
Hermann, local weather man offers 
these two remedies for heat suf- 
ferers. 

Think how hot it has been during 
July in the years gone by when all 
figures of this year were surpassed. 

Or think how ‘cold it has been in 
other years during the same month. 

“How hot is it, Mr. Von Herr- 
mann,“ was the first question 
asked by a reporter for The Con- 
stitution Monday. “Enough,” he re- 
plied, and a look at the thermometer 
in the weather office told that the 
sun was knocking a home run, and 
the score was 91 degrees to nothing 
in favor of the Hot Stuff team. 

delve into the mysteries of 
past years, brought out the alarm- 
ing fact that it wasn’t hot when 
compared wtih some real warm 
weather the city has experienced. 
The hcttest July 14, since the es- 
tablishment of the Atlanta weathcr 
bureau occurred in 1880, when cel- 
luloid collars went the way of the 
fabled snowball. On this record 
day for heat, the indicator soared 
to 94 degrees. 


No Right to Kick. 


That Atlantans have n>? reason 
to kick at the temperatures hand- 
ed out by the weather dopesters for 
the first fourteen days in Juiy, 1919, 
is indicated by a look at the data 
kept on this feature of the sun’s ca- 
prices. The hottest July on record 
occurred in 1893, when a mean max 
imum of 90.7 degrees was main- 
tained. 

Monday one of Atlanta’s promi- 
nent matrons telephoned the weath- 
er chief in order to determine the 
hottest day in July, saying she 
wished to entertain a swimming par- 
ty on that day. After a few min- 
utes*study of the data sheet, Mr. von 
Herrmann unhesltatingly named 
Wednesday, July 16, as the banner 
day of July for the sun's slants to 
make the citizens fight for the 
shady spots. The records for forty 
years proved the 16th day to be the 
hottest hour period of the month, a 
steady mean maximum of 89 de- 
grees having been established on 
that date. 

Then Mr. von Herrmann brought 
out his records on cool weather,
